Two Specie Election Requirements 
First Specie Election Requirement 

This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Specie A: No differential dye staining of microorganism(s) 
Specie B: Differential dye staining of microorganism(s) is required 
(e.g., claim 17) 

The above species are distinct as the analysis of a microorganism via differential 
dye staining is a large microorganism differentiation subject matter which is old in the art 
and separately determined from DNA sequence determinations only. This supports this 
specie election requirement as undue search burden would be present if the above 
species were searched all together compared to being separate. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-6 are generic to the above species.

were searched all together compared to being separate.

Currently, claims 1-17 and 19-21 are generic to the above 
species.
